Metropolitan Theater in this city, yesterday 
instituted a suit for damages in the sam of 
$1,000 against Arthur Hammerstein of the 
Firefly Company, of which Emma TIrentini is 
the star. Cort acted as the booking agent for 
this attraction in the Northwest, and the local 


action grows out of the failure of Trentini to 
play the Metropolitan Theater, in Bellingham, 
last Friday night, in vielation of a contract 
between Mackenzie and Hammerstein, which 
passed through the Cort office. 

Through the office of Bausman & Kelleher, 
retained by Manager Mackenzie, a gatnishment 
yesterday was eerved on the box office of Ta 
coma Theater, where Trentini played last night. 


Au attachment was then placed on the scenery 
carried by The Firefly Company. Both garnish 
ment and attachment were released upon the 
fling, by the Tacoma Theater Company, of 4 
cash bond in the sum of £1,000. 


Manager George Blumenthal, of the Trentini 
Company, will be required to appear in the 
Pierce County Superior Court, April 9, to show 
cause why the Bellingham contract was broken. 

Manager Mackenzie declared last night that 
immediately the preseent action is decided, he 
will bring suit of a more serious character 
against Oort. The nature of this caure he 
refused to disclose, According to those fa- 
miliar with the situation, Cort’s animosity 
has been induced by the eclipse of the Moore 
Theater in this city by the Metropolitan. 

Mackenzie is the lessee of the Bellingham 
playhouse mentioned and also the Avenue Thea- 
ter In Vancouver, and it is the ecoutention of 
the Seattle Manager that Cort for some time 
bas intimidated attraction® over which he 
exercises booking control in this ter-itory in 
such a manner that these shows, against their 
will, have been forced to turn down engage 
ments in the Mackenzie houses Mackenzie 
further affirms these peculiar efforts by Cort, 
put forth in a «pirit of malice, save caused 
him to sustain «a considerable financial loss, 
against which he is now determined to fight. 


Through « contract entered into by Hamme-- 
stein and Mackenale, The Firefly was booked 
for engagement of one right at the Belling 
ham house, March 20. Instead of Cort canceling 
thie agreement ten daya ago. which is bis 
right under the law, Mackenzie assets no such 
action was taken. Instead, Mackenzie charges, 
Cort >esorted to underbanded tactics and brought 
such pressure to bear upon Manager Plumenthal, 
of the Trentini forces, that the company, with- 
out notifying the local manager, remained over 
In Seattle an extra day and did not go to 
Bellingham, where Mackenzie had advertised 
and mady ready for the attraction, 

Asked by Mackenzie why his contrect had not 
been kept, Blumenthal ie sald to have replied 
he would have liked to play Bellingtam if he 
could. Questioned further, the Trentini man- 
a asserted the whole matter had Leen left to 

re. 

Learning, through other sources, that the 
Trentini Company intended to pase Bellingham 
by, Mackenzie, last Thursday, sent the follow- 
ing self-explanatory wire to Blumenthal, then 
in Everett: “Your contract signed with Arthur 
Hammerstein requires Emma Trentin{ and Com- 
pany, in The Firefly, to play the Metropolitan 
Theater, Bellingham, tomorrew night, March 


20. It being reported you intend breaking the 
engagement, you are hereby notified that I 
bave made arrangements to stage your play 
tomorrow in accordance with the contract and 
I bold you responsible for all damage in case 
of breach.”’ 


“Cort has proceeded along a dangeroue line 
fo> the last two years in an attempt to pre- 
vent his booking attractions from appearing in 
my houses,’’ Manager Mackenzie said last night. 
“But the time has come when I will stand for 
his tricks no longer. Cort has left no stone 
unturned to damage me in this way, even go- 
ing so far as to threaten shows wirh cancella- 
tion if they played my theaters, bet I have 
now caught him in the act and I shali push 
this and similar cases against him to the 
limit."’ 


ALDERMEN PASS TICKET ORDINANCES. 


New York, March 18.—With only two dis- 
senting votes the Aldermen 
the ordinances aimed to eliminate speculation 
in theater tickets. The measures had been 
drawn by Assistant Corporation Counsel Hahlo 
and Assistant District-Attorney Train.

They become effective 30 days thereafter. 
While they do not prohibit actual speculation, 
it is believed they will stop collusion between

Owe ordinance provides that every ticket sold 
by a licensed place of amusement shal! have 
printed or stamped on its face the ‘true and 
actual price’? at which the ticket is originally 
sold or issued. For a violation of this ordinance 
a fine of $10 or ten days’ imprisonment shall 
be the penalty. 

The second end more important ordinance pro- 
vides that no theater license shall be granted 
by the Police Commissioner which does not con- 
tain provisions that the price shell be printed on 
each ticket, and that no price in excess shall be 
asked or accepted by the licensee; that no ticket 
shall be offered for sale by the licensee, his 
agents or employes with the Intention that the 
ticket is to be resold; and that no Hcensee or 
his employe shall receive any compensation upon 
the sale of any ticket at a price in excess of 
that printed upon it. 

It is provided that the city shall recover a 
penalty of $50 for every infraction of this or- 
dinance, in additivun to any other penalty pre- 
scribed, and that the license shall become void. 

It is provided also that the Police Commis- 
sioner shall have the power to write into any 
Neense any other provision he thinks needful. 
This is done so that if the present ordinance is 
thrown out by the courts the Commissioner may 
make such other provisions as will accomplish 
virtually the result almed at originally. 


FIRE SAFETY CRUSADE IN ST. LOUIS.

John H. Havlin, well-known theatrical man 
of Cincinnati, has entered suit for $7,200 against 
the National Bank of Commerce, St. Louls. and 
also claims interest on the amount from 1896 to 
date, The debt was originally that of the Con- 
tinental National Bank of St. Louis, against 
which Mr. Havlin brought suit and recovered 
judgment. Before the judgment could be col- 
lected the bank quit business and made the Bank 
of Commerce its liquidation trustee. The ex- 
ecution for the $7,200 was returned uneatis- 
fied. 


NEW SAN FRANCISCO THEATER. 


San Francisco, March 22.—Jeremiah Bassity 
has obtained a site for a theater in the vicinity 
of California and Polk streets. It will have a 
seating capacity of 2,000, and will be completed 
in time for the fair of 1915. 


SUNDAY CLOSING IN WASHINGTON. 


Seattle, March 20.—Sunday closing of theaters 
in Washinzton is not an impossibility if the 
courts follow the lead of Superior Judze Grim- 
shaw, of Chelan County. Last Thursday, Judge 
Grimshaw, sitting in Wenatchie, decided that 
the Sunday closing ordinance (with reference to 
theaters}, recently passed by the city council 
of Wenatchie, is valid, because harmonious with 
police powers of municipalities. The court held 
that the 1909 statute, which is more lenient 
regarding: Sunday theaters than the law re- 
pealed by. the same legislature, does not abro- 
gate the powers of a city council to enact more 
Stringent Sunday closing ordinances. 

The matter came into Judge Grimshaw’s jur- 
isdiction upon application for a writ of 
habeas corpus, by J. E. Ferguson, former police 
chief and sheriff, but at present manager of 
the Wenatchie Theater. Ferguson kept his the- 
ater open. on the first Sunday the closing ordi- 
nance went into effect. He was arrested, con- 
victed, and he then appealed to the Superior 
Court for relief from an ordinance alleged to 
be unauthorized by statute. Judge Grimshaw 
decided against Ferguson. As a result, theater 
managers all over the State are fearful lest the 
decision precipitate a rampage by wild-eyed 
reformers.

When unable (or unwilling) to obtain en- 
gagements as an ARTIST at $3.50 per, I juggle 
the trowel at $6.00 to $10.00 per day for eight 
hours, and if that is anything to my detriment 
or discredit, so be it. But really, I am be- 
ginning to think that the trade of bricklaying 
is just as honorable as the profession of cashier 
in one of Ric’s scab restaurants or accepting 
$2.50 per as an artist. 


But there! I do not wish to prolong a con- 


troversy that can prove of no value to the 
artist (or bricklayer), nor do I wish to stand 
in the way of anyone who is honestly trying to 
ameliorate the unhappy lot of the small-timer. 
So go right ahead, ye ‘‘blind leaders of the 
blind.”’ Create dissension, discord and indulge 
in idle recriminations, and rest assured that 
your efforts will result in the inevitatle dis- 
appointment that goes with ‘‘groping in the 
dark.”’ 

There were times when I was able to be of 
some service to my small-time brother and sis- 
ter, and I may at some future time be able to 
help an intelligent and legitimate effort along. 
At present, the outlook is, to say the least, 
very gloomy, and unless the artist will take 
the time and trouble to study every condition 
of the past that has led up to his present un- 
enviable condition he is engag:d in a ‘*forlorn 
hope’? and is doomed to be again deceived and 
disappointed. 

If the small-timer has not profited by the 
experienee of the past and by the educational 
facilities extended him through the columns of 
The Billboard, he might just as well give up 
the struggle—for never before. in the history of 
vaudeville, has he had such a golden opportunity 
to discover the cause and effect a cure for the 
evils from which he is suffering. 

The only logical course at present for the 
artist to adopt, is to organize into independent 
locals—elect men to fill your offices who know 
what you want and how to help you get it.

Dear Sir—Any repudiation of the effusive ar- 
ticle in your issue of the 14th inst.. from the 
pen of 8.

All the facts as stated in my previous letter 
(the open letter to Mr. DeVeaux) are too well 
known to need any further justification or ex- 
planation. 

I will admit, however, that one statement in 
Ric’s letter is true, {. e., “that I am a brick- 
layer and a member in good standing of Local 
No. 21 of the Bricklayers’ and Stonemasons’ 
International Union, located in this city, and 
that my name is John Tweedle, 

When unable (or unwilling} to obtain en- 
gagements as an ARTIST at $3.50 per, I juggle 
the trowel at $6.00 to $10.00 per day for eight 
hours, and if that is anything to my detriment 
or discredit, so be it. But really, I am be- 
ginning to think that the trade of bricklaying 
is just as honorable as the profession of cashier 
in one of Ric’s scab restaurants or accepting 
$2.50 per as an artist. 


But there! I do not wish to prolong a con- 
troversy that can prove of no value to the 
artist (or bricklayer), nor do I wish to stand 
in the way of anyone who is honestly trying to 
ameliorate the unhappy lot of the small-timer. 
So go right ahead, ye “blind leaders of the 
blind.”’ Create dissension, discord and indulge 
in idle recriminations, and rest assured that 
your efforts will result in the inevitatle dis- 
appointment that goes with ‘‘groping in the 
dark.”’ 

There were times when I was able to be of 
some service to my small-time brother and sis- 
ter, and I may at some future time be able to 
help an intelligent and legitimate effort along. 
At present, the outlook is, to say the least, 
very gloomy, and unless the artist will take 
the time and trouble to study every condition 
of the past that bas led up to his present un- 
enviable condition he is engag:d in a ‘*forlorn 
hope’ and is doomed to be again deceived and 
disappointed. 

If the small-timer has not profited by the 
experienee of the past and by the educational 
facilities extended him through the columns of 
The Billboard, he might just as well give up 
the struggle—for never before. in the history of 
vaudeville, has he had such a golden opportunity 
to discover the cause and effect a cure for the 
tevils from which he is suffering. 

The only logical course at present for the 
artist to adopt, is to organize into independent 
locals—elect men to fill your offices who know 
what you want and how to help you get it. 

If you do this, it will be but a short time be- 
fore you will te in possession of an A. F. of 
L. charter, and then, with the assistance of the 
Cent>al Labor bodies, such as the Chicago and 
State Federations of Labor, you will be in a 
position to ‘‘ask and receive.’’

SULLIVAN-CONSIDINE 
MARCUS LOEW DEAL 


Will Positively Be Effected Within the Next Few Days—Either Mr. Loew and Associates 
Will Acquire the Sullivan Interests, Bay Up Mr. Considine’s Controlling Stock, 
or Effect a Coalition of the Two Circuits—All Doubt as to Truth of 
Recent Rumors Set Aside by Mr. Considine’s Statement 


Seattle, Wash., March 22.—Manage> John W 
Considine left Seattle late last night for Kansas 
City, to put through the biggest deal in th 
history of American theatricals since the sale of 
Percy Williams’ theaters in New York to 
the Keith interests for $5,000,000. 

The time for action on the part of Marcus 
Loew and his associate Eastern theatrical man- 
agers, with reference to the purchase of the 
SullivanConsidine circuit, which they covet, 
has arrived. By the time they reacn Kansas 
City they will have personally inspected every 
playhouse on the circuit. Being thue in a po- 
sition to talk business understandirgly, ther 
will meet Manager Cons.dine in Kansas City 
and do one of three things. 

Firet they may effect a complete coalition of 
the big Loew circnit of Eastern vaudeville thea- 
ters, which effectively cover New England and 
the Atlantic and Middle Western States, as far 
west as Cincinnati, with the Sullivan-Considine 
circuit, which begins at Cincinnati, goes through 
the Middle West, with eight houses in Chicago, 
embraces all of Western Canada and the far 
Western States to the Coast, down the Coast 
and as far east again as Kansan City This, in 
iteelf, would be a tremendously important ar- 
rangement, tringing together two sets of thea- 
ters which practically cover all of the big 
cities of America. except the extreme South, 
into one vast chain «° popular-priced play- 
houses, upon which performers could be booked 
indefinitely. The greatest amalgamation of 
playhouses in the history of the amusement 
business. 

Becondly, Loew and his associates may ex- 
press a wish to buy the interests of the Sulll- 
van estate in the Sullivan-Considine circuit, 


amounting to ferty-five per cert of the whole. 
Thirdly, they may decide to met John W. Con 
sidine’s figure for hig fifty-five per cent, and 
that figure runs into the millions, 

Concerning his visit to Kansas City and its 
possible outcome, Manager Considine, just be 
fore train time last wight, said: ‘I shall be 
accompanied by H. C. Robertson, my general 
manager, and C, A. Harrison. Mose Oppen 
heimer, one of my associates in the circuit, will 
come down from Spokane with Mrs. Oppenheimer 
to meet us at Portland, and we leave at 10 in 
the morning over the Short Line for Kansas 
City. ‘There we will go into conference with 
Mr. Loew, Adolph Zukor and the other business 
men who were with them in Seattle a few days 
ago. Loew's attorney will also come on from 
New York for the conference. 

“They have pow seen every theater on the 
circuit and are in a position to oct intelligently 
on the matter of its possible purchase. With 
my consent Mr. Loew may buy the Sullivan 
interests alone. He has asked me for a figure 
on my majority holdings, and I have given it 
te him. If be tuys my interest it means his 
taking over of the whole circuit.’" 

Even if Manager Considine shoulc fell out 
tis entire holdings in the big circuit. of which 
he was one of the founders and always the 
business head, he would no: be out of the vaude- 
ville business by any means, as he would still 
retain control of the Orp»eum cirenit houses i 
Vancouver, Seattle and Portland. with fran- 
chises for still other cities, a substantial busi- 
ness in itself and one with which most man- 
agers would find themselves completely occupied. 

Manager Considine’s upbuilding of his popu- 
lar-priced circuit has been one of the marvels 


of the theatrical business world, Starting not 
many years ago with one small show stop in 
Seattle, he has annexed city after «ity, has ex- 
tended his business realm hundreds of m les to 
the north. nearly 3,000 mi‘es to the e191 an1 1,500 


miles to the south; has built palatial theatecs 
like the Empress here in a number of the larger 
municipalities, and, what is more, has steadily 


raised the price and quality of the acts offered. 

Marcus Loew is the Cunsidine of the Fast. 
He, too, has made millions grow from a start 
of nothing by effective brain work, His thea- 
ters and his programs maintain a consistently 
high quality, and his purchase of the Sullivan- 
Considine circuit, if effected thie week in Kan- 
sas City. will doubtless mean an absolut» con 
tinuation of all Manager Considine's present 
progressive policies. 


LOEW TALKS IN LOS ANGELES. 

Los Angeles, Cal., March 22.—Mareus Loew, 
Eastern vandeville king, with several other 
show magnates, arrived here a few days ago 
on their way to Kansas City. They bave been 
on tour of 8. & C. circuit, meeting Mr. Consi- 
dine at San Francisco, and will meet bim again 
at Kansas City, It was here that be admitted 
that the West had a great circuit of theaters 
and a remarkable organization of moch greater 
scope than he or any of his agsociates believed. 
He also said: ‘‘Some sort of deal will be put 
through in the next few days, and any plan 
we select will make our circuit the biggest 
in the world, and make it possible for us to 
offer vandeville actors contracts for two solid 
years’ work.

Circus Opens Under Favorable Auspices at Madison Square 
Garden March 21+-Show Lacks “Thrillers,’’ But “‘Spec’’ Is 
Most Stupendous Production Ever Offered—Acts Are 
Bigger and More Impressive Than Last Season 


The blue birds on the beautiful cover of The 
Billboard’s Spring Special beat the Barnum & 
Bailey Show to public appearance in New York 
by just three days. The mythica: harbingers 
of spring on the show world’s encyclopedia made 
the promise of the season come true Saturday 
afternoon, when the first public performance of 
the “Greatest Show on Earth’’ drew every 
juvenile in Manhattan who could jolly anybody 
into disgozging the price of almissicn to 
Madison Square Garden, and there were enough 
youngsters and grown-ups to crowd the place. 

The Saturday night exhibition, however, was 
the regulation formal opening. and barring a 
comparatively few empty seats the massive qudi- 
torilum presented an appearance of density of 
population that was exceeded only by the en- 
thusiasm of the multitude and the unanimous 
acclaim of the show's wonderful allurements 
and the evidences of managerial liberality that 
were noticeable everywhere, 

This year’s Barnum & Bailey Show is really 
two stupendous exhibitions in one, The Spec- 
tacle and the citcus performance are two dis- 
tinct undertakings, each vast and wonderful in 
itself, each marking distinctive triumohs 
of showmanship, and each proclaiming to the 
most untutored observer that the money invest- 
ment is tremendous. Given some great thriller 
o> sensational deed of daring to cap the climax 
of the allied performances and the Barnum & 
Bailey Show of 1914 would rival the best tra- 
ditions of the trade mark and would crown the 
present management with the latter-day laurels 
of arenic achievement, which they miss by just 
the width of that one crowning sensation that 
the exhibition needs to top it all with the last 
word of stupendousness. 

As now framed up, the spectacle overshadows 
the cireus performance, and the Hippodrome 
racea mark a calm and listless ending to an 
exhibition that starts with a crclone of color 
and gorgeousness and follows on with a hucri- 
eane of circus displays, to finally dwindle to 
the breeze stirred ty the Roman chariot races.

More than 
one thousand people participate, men, women 
and horses at one time covering the vast arena 
until there is one solid mass of color from 
end to end of the Garden's great exhibition 
Surface. The costuming represents an outlay 
of money impossible to estimate by any person, 
except men who know how seon costuming and 
accoutrements eat up thousands of dollars. 


They are rich in material. and the «lecticn and! 
combination of colors, while sharp and striking | 


to the eye, are neither gandy nor rimpant, but 
on the contrary ace at all times in harmonious 
and brilliant § accord. The ballet numbered 
approximately one hundred and fifty girls, with 
enough actual dancers to make the result at- 
tractive to tehold. Not In years has Madien 
Square Garden sheltered such s«plendors in 
costuming and equipment. Money in great 
heaps has been invested and the material shows 
it berond question. 

The cirens moved fast and gracefully, with- 
out bitehes or halts, and in ite arrangement 
and progress pays open tribute to the directors 
who scheduled and rehearsed it. It's a great 
show with many noteworthy numbers, filled 
with big acts and many wonderful examples of 
expertness. There is noticeable absence of 
the emall ground acta of late years seen with 
the Barnum & Ralley Cirens. Heretofore class 
has bern somewhat relegated to the rear to 
make way for numbers, until at times the cir- 
cus seemed little removed from a mighty vaude- 
ville show. This yea> things are different. 
While there {s an abundance of number> and 
® great variety of expert demonstrations of 
skill, the acts are bigger and more Impressive, 
kiving to the performance, as a whole, an ap- 
pearance of class and bigness, which at once 
Testores traditions and makes the show lig as 
a cirens, just as big cirenses have always heen 
considered. Let it be known that the Barnum 
& Ralley management has this year assembled 
« show that harks back to the days of big 
things in cirenadom, Let it be recorded that 
the Ringling Brothers have come out into the 
open with proof of thelr faith in President 
Wilson's policies, faith in the American people, 
faith in this great land of ours, with its sof! 
waiting to onrich its people. ‘This faith has 
been demonstrated in vast investmente In the 
Diggest circus of modern times. —WALTHILL.

The reader is specifically requested to note 
that these descriptions were written after the 
full dress ribearsal Friday evening, preceding 
the public opening Saturday matinee. No effort 
has been made to indicate the public popularity 
of the various numbers. Allowances have been 
made for conditions and sur-oundings of a re- 
hearsal. The necessity of sending forward these 
descriptions in time to provide for their appear- 
ance in this issue of The Billboard required 
this methed of ‘covering’ the individua] acts 
at rehearsal. Careful «ffort has been made to 
incorporate a paragraph covering every act 
that appeared. If there are any omissions dis- 
covered when the public performances are given 
it is to be regretted; but not intentional.— 
Editor The Billboard. 

Ring No. 1 is nearest to the Madison avenue 
entrance, and Ring No. 3 is at the Fourth 
avenue «nd of the Garden, Ri No, 2, conse- 
quently, being midway between the two extremes 
of the building. During the circus perfo-mance 
Brill’s Bang eccuples the front section of the 
stage, used for the spectacle, at the extreme 
Fourth avenue end of the Garden. From the 
Fourth avenue end the artists aad animals enter 
and exit. 


RING NO. 1, 
(Including Stage and Aerial Acts.) 

Clark's five elephants went through a pleasing 
routine of stunts and behaved wonderfully well. 

The Four Comrades (men) furnished a highly 
interesting comedy acrobatic interlude. Their 
grotisque make-up and excellent ground work 
was well done. 

Joe Clark Troupe (four men, one woman) 
presented a neat equilibristie and acrobatic act. 
The work of the smaller boy stood out premi- 
nently, especially when the undvrstander caught 
him in a flying hand-to-hand balance. 

Fred Derrick is one of the greatest bareback 
riders of the age. He did not mess one trick, 
and the somcrsaulting on the back of the beau- 
tiful white horse was a picture of grace and 
agility. 
eThe Patricks (man and woman) displayed an 
abundance of real showmanship. The lady 
handles her partner with comparative ease. 
Feats of strength and perch balancing is mainly 
in evidence, and all that is attempted is well 
done. 

H. Ritney and the Great Rouget presented 
similar acts at the same time. Lofty balancing 
on chairs and tables was accomplished perfectly. 

The Davenports (three women ang One man) 
are skillful equestrians. They ride in splendid 
unison and deliver the goods. The quartette 
are beautifully dressed and lend much color to 
the fast-moving program. 

Les Jardis (two men, one woman) acrotats. 
band and head balancers, displayed an artistic 
line of wares. They are surely sensational. 

The Schia Troupe (three men, one woman) 
accomplished much with burlesque acrobatics. 

The Glima Troupe (four men) give a demen- 
stration of self-defense. Mr. Josephson finished 
the act by resisting the combined attack upon 
him of three armed men. The act is a eal 
novelty and a positive sensation. This number 
is featured and ‘‘announced."’ 

Gillis Troupe (three women, one man) gave 
a beautiful gymnastic performance, The ward- 
robe is gorgeous, 

Weise Troupe (three men, one woman) offer 
an aerial act which compris attention. The 
wonderful double perch balancing has never be- 
fore been seen in America. 

Ching Ling He Troupe presents a conglomera- 
tion of circus feats which are not alone daring. 
but sensational. One of their stunts is qa slide 
for life by the Chinaman from the top tier to 
the arena, hanging by his queue. 

Lupita Perea does one trick which is ef the 
hair-breadth variety. Hanging ead downward 
on the trapeze from the knee, she does a quick 
drop to a position wherein she is caught by an 
attachment on the heels of her shoes. She is 
an aerial wonder of grace and beauty. 

George Davies Troupe, in nattily dressed uni- 
forms, present a novel gymnastic offering, in 
which comedy is the chief feature. 

A man cn a swinging trapeze accomplishes a 
series of revolutions in a rapid-fire manner. His 
name is, unfortunately, not at hand. 

The Ernstonians (two women, two men) pro- 
vide a sensational casting act, which is a fea- 
ture fit for high honors, The act is remarkable 
and may he considered an asset to this year’s 
program.—J ACK. 


RING NO. 2. 
(Ineluding Stege and Aerial Acts.) 

Harry J. Mooney’s herd of elephants worked 
in unison with the Clark and Dooley herd in 
the other rings, presenting wastadonic examples 
of comedy, trickery and heroics. 

Vittorio and Georgette displayed pedal dex- 
terity in boxing and upsidedewn acrobatics and 
gymnastics, boxing with their trotters and 
dancing on thelr bands. 

Isto’s bicycling novelty developed many &ston 
ishing and previously unshown maneuvers on 
the fast-moving wheels. Three men and one 
woman participated in a well-developed and 
showmanlike display. 

Olympia Desval introduced for the first time 
in America one of the most remarkable novei- 
ties in animal training th's writer has ever 
seen. Pontes and dogs work in marvelous unl- 
son, while the Iedy rides in an elegantly capar!- 
son'd cart drawn by a beautiful horse. The 
dogs work ‘free’? all over and around the horse 
and cart. wnd for a finish a second horse comes 
in, to finally ride out of the ring mounted on 
a wheeled contraption which is made to form 
a part of the outfit drawn Ly the lead pony. 
As the outfit departs, degs and ponies become 
a lively mass of performing animals, working 
free and doing some wonderful things. It is 
decidedly a novelty in equestrian displays, 

The Loretta Twins, pretty as a picture, all 
in white, perform gracefully and well upen 
the triple bars. demonefrating great proficiency 
as gymnasts and certainly gracing the scene. 


The Leinerts constitute a largely advertised 
fcature. They perfurm numerous “‘teeth’’ acts 
in the air and conclude with a revival of the 
“ceiling walking’’ display which was in vogue 
some years ago. Their ‘‘cviling’’ is made in 
imitation of a mirror, and, aside from ‘‘walk- 
ing’’ a line, the man carries, with teeth-ho!d, 
ome of the twe girls in the act with him once 
across the surface. 

seautiful to behold is the work and graceful 
carriage of the pretty and stunningly formed 
Revolving Raders, two girls, who are numbered 
among the beantiis of the aggregation. They 
do an excusive ‘‘teeth-hold”’ act, drawn into the 
air aml whirled about on a special apparatus. 
One of their novel tricks is to hang (teeth) 
while they, with both hands, play bells above 
their heads. Very pretty; very effective. 


The Act Beautiful is one of the features of 
the show that the crowds will go away talking 
about. Pure white horses and ponies are pused 
in beautiful postures, worked by women rigged 
in pure white. Some of the poises are striking 
to a degree. and the appearance of five white 
horses strung down the ceuter of the Garden 
makes a remarkable picture in itself. 

Orrin Davenport’s bareback riding stamps 
him a master of the art. He is graceful and 
supple, and flies around the ring in standing 
poises, doing jumps without assisting ‘‘take-off,”’ 
and turning back and front somersaults with 
speed and akill. His banner trick is a ‘‘back’’ 
from his principal horse onto a second horse 
trailing behind.

(Reviewed Monday Matinee, March 23.) 


New York, March 23.—There was an honorable 
exchange between the dramatic stage and vaude- 
ville this afternoon, when William Faversham 
gave the third act of the Squaw Man. The 
legitimate gave a fine production, graced with 
superb acting, and vaudeville exchanged appre- 
ciation, and tremendous lots of it. Mr. Faver- 
sham and big players will find tribute and 
reward in vaudeville, because they bring some- 
thing tangible and wholesome, where so many 
other dramatic artists have seen fit to parley 
and palaver with vaudeville audiences, giving 
slight and open ridicule, and met the deserved 
fate of failure. 

No. 1—Pathbe'’s interesting weekly started an 
afternoon of unalloyed enjoyment with ten min- 
utes of world-wide news pictures, 

No. 2—Beaux Arts was shifted from closing to 
second, where the beautiful poses had an attract- 
ive and appreciative audience. Ten minutes, 
full stage. 

No. 3—Alf Grant and Ethel Hoag won their 
way to attention and applause reward with 
bright patter and song, Miss Hoag’s good looks 
centering attention, while Grant drilled along 
with comedy chatter to complete a largely satis- 
fying interval. Fifteen minutes, in one, 

No, 4—Laughter punctuated the introduction 
of every one of the ridiculous riding devices 
Charles Ahrens’ Comedians presented, and the 
comedy work of the riders capped the climax 
of merriment. Ter minutes, full stage, specical 
drop and props. 

No. 5—Harry Hines and George Fox made one 
of the four noteworthy hits of a noteworthy 
program. They sang melodiously, and the com- 
edy member made a personal clean-up that 
amounted to the show coming to a full stop 
until be had made his speech of thanks to 
finally quiet the tumult. Twenty-two minutes, 
in one. 

No. 6—Mae Murray and Clifton Webb entered 
upon their second week. Miss Murray again 
mistook applause created by the colored orches- 
tra’s trap drummer for laudation as her own, 
following ballroom dancing that has often deen 
surpassed in grace and novelty by the long 
line of tango experts who have graced the 
Palace stage this season.

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Editorial Comment 


“The law is the last result of human 
isdom, acting upon human experience 
for the benefit of the public.”—Sam- 
uel Johnson. 


We wonder. 

Granting that it was in the days of 
Dr. Johnson, is it now? 

Isn't the law in these days mostly, 
just a vast array of nostrums and 
patent medicine cure-alls? 

Isn't Shere about a hundred times 
too many of them? 

Aren’t enough of them silly and 
trivial to cast grave reproach on the 
whole? 

Have the people that respect for 
the law that they should have? 


Would taking law-making out of the 
hands of lawyers and restricting their 
activities to its interpretation, practice 
and administration, help matters? 

Would the compelling of legisla- 
tures to repeal some old law, before 
they could add a new one to the 
statutes, be a good thing? 


The best thing that can be said 
about the law of the land is that it is 
alive. 

It is being worked upon constantly. 
It is evolving. 

Religious law is dead. 

The church is unprogressive. 

Prelates and churchmen tacitly 
acknowledge this whenever they aban- 
don preaching the leve of the Lord 
and go to lobbying for laws. 

The law of the land is in a bad way, 
Sut “while there ts life there is hepe.” 


The best thing that could be done 
fer the law, would be to begin by 
adopting measures, which would pre- 
vent increasing the total number of 
laws. 

After that, legislative bodies should 
be compelled to hold elimination ses- 
sions—sessions at which nothing but 
repealing would be done—regularly 
until the total number of laws had 
been so reduced and codified as to be 
brought within the compass of such 
number of volumes as the poorest man 
could have and own—one if possible. 


If the legisiators did not find the 
task inviting, their interest could be 
stimulated by stealing the grafters 
from the enactment side and enlisting 
them in the service of repealing. 


Uhm! 

What wouldn't some of our cireus 
managers give for one book that would 
contain all there is of law? 

They would carry it about under 
their arms constantly, even if it was 
as large as an unabridged dictionary. 

Every showman believes in his heart 
that the law was solely devised to 
hinder, hamper and trap showmen. 

And he is more than a little ways 
right. 

The law is always aimed at the other 
fellow. 7 

And the non-resident is always the 
other fellow. 

But the showman will never have a 
say in law-making, until we have de- 
veloped more brains. 

Perhaps, in a thousand years from 
now, some genius will hit upon a 
scheme whereby voting by mail will 
be made possible—if mails have not 
been superseded by something better 
by that time. 


If actors and showmen ever do ob- 
tain a look-in on law-making, they 
will, at least, do better than the law- 
yers have done with criminal laws. 

In five thousand years lawyers have 
never been able to devise other than 
five punishments for law-breakers, 
viz.: Fines, flogging, imprisonment, 
torture and death. 

In five thousand years they have al- 
most succeeded in eliminating flogging 
and torture. 

In another five thousand years they 
may succeed in abolishing the death 
penalty. 

But if the making of laws is left in 
the hands of lawyers how long will it 
be before men are sentenced to—well 
say common school, high school and 
college courses, to the mastery of a 
trade or a profession, to observation 
and treatment by surgeons, to correct- 
ive treatment instead of purely puni- 
tive penalties and permitted to make 
reparation instead of prevented there- 
from. 


Mr. C. W. Parker once dared te as- 
sert that a showman was entitled to 
protection under the law. 

He was laughed at. 

But he actually believed that he was 
right in his contentions and insisted 
upon a ruling. 

He sued a city—brought suit ’gainst 
Chanute. 

It took him six years (about six 
times as long as it should have), but 
he won it and thereby laid all show- 
men in the country under obligation 
to him. 


Mr. Parker's experience is not likely 
to tempt other showmen to invoke 
the law. 

Six years! 

A fat chance a showman has for 
justice at the hands of the law. 

Especially when he is bucking the 
suit in attachment, by which his tools 
of trade can be tied up and held and 
be, thereby, prevented from making a 
living while he waits on the law. 

Nope. 

The law affords little relief for show- 
men—very little. 

Hence the showman hes grown 
wary. Whenever he “meets up” with 
the law he sidesteps it with elacrity. 


When he invekes it he is quite gen- 
erally after—not justice, but—adver- 
tisement. 


“The standards of merality put forth 
by the greater number of moving pic- 
ture theaters at the present time are 
such that decent Christian citizens can 
not subscribe to them.” 

The above declaration was made by 
the Rt. Rev. Mgr. Patrick J. Supple, 
D.D., chaplain of the Catholic Federa- 
tion, at a meeting of Suffolk County 
Branch in Boston, March 5. 

This is a subject that should be 
taken up at once by the Motion Pic- 
ture Exhibitors’ League of Massachu- 
setts. 

It is well known that the Catholic 
societies have a potential power 
around Boston, and this statement 
should not go unchallenged. The offi- 
cers of the league should wait on the 
Monsignor and endeaver to co-operate 
with him to eliminate all the immoral- 
ity he thinks exists. The Billboard 
knows that the league's officers in the 
Bay State are men of broad under- 
standing, and The Billboard knows 
that the Rev. Monsignor is a learned 
man and has been misinformed. We 
have been informed that countless 
committees of women's clubs have 
investigated conditions in Boston, and 
beyond poor air circulation in a few 
houses, could find nothing wrong. 

The members of the league should 
be amenable to the suggestions of any 
important civil or religious body, if 
they are not too severe; in other 
words, be public spirited to a certain 
degree. This is the modern way of 
handling big business, and is the best 
way to avol obnoxious legislation. 

The Billboard believes that Monsig- 
nor Supple and the league officers 
should understand each other and try 
to work in perfect harmony for the 
good of the motion picture houses, for 
morality and most ef all, for the good 
of the public.

LONDON NEWS LETTER 


London, March 4.—The Big Cireus and Won- 
der Zoe closed after a season of extraordinary 
prosperity and attendance on February 28. 
Packing up started at once and everything was 
cleared as per contract by midnight en March 
3. A remarkable special traim left the nearest 
railway station on Monday afternoon. It com- 
prised 25 truck loads of animals. 

Hagenbeck, in describing the remova] said 
there had beea very little trouble with apimals. 
The rhiaoceros had gone into his box without 
the slightest trouble; but twe ef the larger 
hippos did not want to leave Olympia. “We 
darkened their stable and lighted up the box and 
put some bread and potatoes in it, and they were 
soon in. No dinner was served on Saturday 
night, se everybody was hungry, and we were 
able to use food as a bait. The orang-outang, 
who {is sometimes very troublesome, was 80 
hungry by vo o'clock on Sunday afternoon that 
the sight of some milk in his bex drew him into 
it directly. The Mons and tigers gave no trouble 
at all; they are used to traveling.” 


Hagenbeck indicated a eertain box. “In there 
is our present to the King—a black buck ante- 
lope and its baby, born in Olympia. They are 
going to the Boo in Regent's Park, London, this 
afternoon." Hagenbeck also said it was possi- 
ble that some day he would make a permanent 
zoo in England on the plaa of the Olympian Zoo, 
but in the open air.

stage. If a program for the entertainment is

“I saw the show 
in Washington, D. C.,"" eaid the Colonel, ‘‘and 
the clown had a one-armed man selling his song 
books. He said that the soldier had fought and 
bled for the Stars and Stripes and the glorious 
Union. and he hoped all would buy a book for 
the benefit of the poor soldier. 1 saw the show 
again in Virginia, and the same one-armed man 
was dressed up in the Confederate uniform, and 
the clown told them he had fonght for no 
bounty, no pension, but for the lost cause, and 
they all patronized the soldier. I tell you that 
clown fooled ’em all.” 

I became a little uneasy when I heard of the 
Colonel’s remarks, 80 I called on him. He was 
glea to make my acquaintance. I had to do a 
little squaring. I was afraid it might queer 


my pitch. But he was a very affable gentleman. 
He said: “It’s a good thing. I'll not say any- 
thing. Keep it up.”’

Co., of Sweetwater, Tex.. a new $10,000 saddic, 
which will be used by h'm the coming season. 

This saddle for artistic workmanship and in 
trinsic value is without an equal in the world. 
The materials are the finest possible to procure. 
All leather is handstamped in scroll effect and is 
so skillfully and artistically done that it has 
the soft, even appearance of velvet. The fend 
ers are finished in scro]l effect with typical Texas 
‘‘Long-Horn’’ steer head in the center. 
initials, J. C. M. are stamped on the cantle. 
All metal parts are solid silver. 


The horn is of gun metal, inlaid with silver 
On the crown of the horn is a diamond brooch 
in horsehead effect in which is set 70 cut 
diamonds. Bach of the four corners of the 
housing and jockeys are supported by a sterling 
silver wreath surrounding a five-pointed star, 
in the center of which is a three-caret garnet 
The points of this star are studded = witl 
diamonds, with a one-caret sapphire embedded 
n the wreath at the points. Each of the four 
~orners of the skirts is supported by a similar 
wreath to that on hous'ng and jockeys and of 
~orresponding size. In the center of the wreathr 
n the skirts is a solid gold steer’s head with 
diamond eyes and ruby nostrils. Surrounding the 


steer’s bead are five gold stars set with rubies 
and diamonds. 

The frout and cantle bindings are solid silver, 
handsomely engraved in wreath effect. The fork 
plate on twe side of the swell is of selid sterling 
silver with the figures ‘‘101"" inlaid in geld, 
Covering the entire back of the cantle is a solid 
shield of silver with the figures *101"' in the 
center inlaid in gold. In the center of the “0” 
in the “‘101"" is a large solld gold five-pointed 
star, in the center of which is set a biovd-red 
ruby, set off in bold relief by fifteen diamonds 
of proportionate size gracefully arranged along 
the points of the star. 

The stirrups are covered with a silver shield 
with a large rosette in the center at top, where 
the “1@1"’ again appears in gould.

in the circus profession as ‘‘Doc."

1863. He attended the public schools in Lima 
until he was fifteen years of age, at which time 
the John Robinson Circus came to town and 
turned young Cookston into the profession, which 


he has followed all his life, and which be has 
dignified with every tented organization he has 
been connected with. George Fursman was at 
that time in charge of the side-show, and under 


him Cookston worked at various occupations for 


two seasons. In 1880. when the Van Amberg 
Circus was a Wagon show, that is, it traveled 
from one town to another overland, Cookaton 
was a private groom for Viola Rivers, who 


rode a menage horse {In the production tn addi 
tion to doing the principal act—a bareback rid 
ing number, Cookston stayed with that show 
nntil 1882, when he joined the Selle Brothers’ 
Show as assistant horse trainer, with Dave Gil 
lam In 1883 be returned to the Van Amberg 
aggregation, which was still a wagon show, as 
driver of a six-horse team, a few stops up the 
ladder Two years later found bim with the 
Greatest Show on Earth, Barnum & Bailey, as 
a driver of the big teams, and the following year 
with 8S. H. Barrett, driving ten ponies After 
three seasons at this, the roving spirit of the 
trouper took him to the French & Monroe Show, 
first season as boss hostier, and the second sea- 
son a8 billposter car manager, etc After that 
he was with the Porepangh-Selle Shows, Clark 
Wagon Shows, Harris Nickle Plate Shows, 
Cooper & Co, Shows, Sun Shows, Ogden's Unele 
Tom's Cabin production, Sibel Bros.’ Dog and 


Pony Shows, and Reach & Bowers’ Minstrels, 
in the capacities of loca) contractor, saasiatant 
manager and general superintendent. For the 


past five vears he has been connected, winter 
and summer, with the Young Buffalo Shows, as 
genera] supenintendent. 

In his experience with the tented shows, Mr. 
Cooketon has been everything from canvasman 
to general manager. His travela have led him 
through the devious passages of the “big top’’ 
force He has gone from groom to boss hoatler, 
In fact he has done everything that is to be done 
around the jet. Although along in middle life, 
he can yet step out and take care of the work 
f anyone of bis subordinates, which t# the last 
word in any bnsiners The man can do the 
work «f his employes as good as they do it, or 
etter, in better capable to be in charge than 
inyone else. 

To everybody from the lowest pald menial to 
the man who owns it, be has always been the 
mame congenial “Doe."' No grievaace wan ever 
roo wmall for him to investigate and adjust, and 
none too large for his capabilities to handle.

WASHINGTON AT VALLEY FORGE. 


A four-reel offering to be released under the 
Universal Banner presenting a gova scory deal- 
ing with historical events before and during the 
Revolution. 

The subject has been splendidly mounted and 
offers a succession of interesting and realistic 
scenes, which have been well directed. Skir- 
mishes between the red-coats and the Minute- 
men are ably handled and present effective pic 
tures of battle. Paul Revere's ride is portrayed 
and displays an interesting fMlustration of the 
poem. Later we see the poorly-clad American 
soldiers plodding through the snow and then in 
their quarters at Valley Forge. 

The punch of the story concerns a plet to kill 
Washington in an inn kept by a British sym- 
pathizer whose son is in Washington's army and 
daughter is also a Yankee at heart. Betty, the 
daughter, overbears the plot, and when Wash- 
ington is directed to his room she asks him to 
exehange rooms with her, which be does. An 
English spy, who is in love with Betty, is 
assigned the task of murdering the American 
General, and goes to the room assignea to the 
latter. Betty sacrifices her life by lying in 
Washington's bed, and is stabbed by her own 
lover, and finally dies, after seeing her father 
and lover arrested by the American soldiers. 

The work of the players is well done and the 
settings and cestumes are in keeping with the 
story. The photography is good and the pro- 
@uction is one of merit which will, undoubtedly, 
@raw crowds on account of its historical {lustra- 
tions, which in themselves are highly interest- 


ing.—GRID.

A better motion picture production than this 
has yet to be seen by the writer. This is the 
first offering to be released under the new Winik- 
Craft-Simmonds combination, and if it is a 
sample of what is to follow by way of features 
through this concern, the organization snould 
preve a big success from the start and an im- 
portant factor in the feature xame. 

Sealed Orders is truly a wonderful motion 
picture production in many ways and the results 
obtained in the handling of new effects in 
lighting and photography and in the execution 
of novel ideas alone, makes this feature one of 
unusual merit and places it far above the aver- 
age. The story, as illustrated in this production, 
offers unusual opportunities for the players and 
displays clever work on the part of the author. 
Thrilling incidents and situations which hold 
one spellbound are presented in a surprisingly 
effective manner and interest is kept on edge 
until the final scene of the picture. 

Too much cannot be said in favor of the work 
on the part of the performers. The young lady 
in the part of the Lieutenant’s wife, takes a 
little time to ge under way, but works up to 
the story and soon displays unusua] ability. 
Her work in the dramatic scenes is nothing 
short of wonderful. Others in the cast from the 
boys up to the leading men, present splendid 
work, 

The staging of the production is in keeping 
with its other meritorious qualities and the 
realistic scenes both indoors and outdoors can 
only be seen to be appreciated. In short, this 
film, which will be released under the title of 
De Luxe Attractions, comes up to the standard 
which up-to-date certainly looks like the last 
word in feature productions. 

The story, in brief, is as follows: ‘The wife 
of a naval officer is loved by another, who, un 
known to her, is a spy.

The 
pigeon is shot In sport by some soldier on the 
other side, and the news rushed to the Lieuten- 
ant’s father, who is compelled to d»mand his son's 
return and trial as a traitor. In the meantime 
the spy is trapped in the old mill, the trap 
door being blown shut by the wind, which holds 
the outer door in such a position that the im- 
prisoned man cannot escape. The Lieutenant is 


placed on trial and found guilty. His wife 
remembers a coat which was left in her home by 
the spy on the night be visited her, and rushes 
te court with it. The Lieutenant claims it as 
bis own, and the wife is believed to be insane. 
At night she is troubled with a dream, which 
connects the old mill with the sending of the 
message. She goes through a battlefield and 
finally finds a confession by the spy, returning 
her picture. After an exciting ride her basbaud 
is freed in the nick of time and the picture, 
with her writing, finally clears things in the 
eyes of the husband.—GRID. 


THE CLOISTER AND THE HEARTH. 


Charles Reade's nove] presents a splendid eub- 
ject for a photoplay, and Hepworth are to 
be congratulated on the manner in which they 
have handled this story. 

A powerful drama in five parts is presented 
in this production, which includes numerous 
thrilling situations which offer splendid oppor- 
tunities for the able cast, whose ability is 
readily established. Many charming scenes are 
also effectively enacted, and the final scene of 
the picture, in which the monk bids farewell 
to the world and jove by remaning a priest, 
offers a display of unusual merit. 

Alec Worcester, in the principal role, does 
splendid work in the part of Gerard, the young 
priest, who is compelled to give up the love 
of his wife and child in order to remain true 
to the duties of his holy calling.

Phil Sims, Paris (France) representative of 
The Biloard, under date of March 10, writes 
as follows concerning a new departure in the 
motion picture houses that is being tried eat ty 
the Pathe-Freres: 

Of all new departures in the motion picture 
business, to our way of thinking the ‘“‘every- 
thome-its-own-mevie-show’’ hunch is the most 
promising. 

Next te the discovery of moving pictures it- 
eelf, it seems to ug the idea to introduce movies 
into the homes is next biggest. The business 
to be dene with movie theaters, big as it is, is 
insignificant when compared te what may be 
done if father is induved to buy a machine and 
amuse his family and friends with it. 

Suppose the sewing machine should be 7e 
etricted to factories where ready-made garments 
are made; suppose only livery stables and taxi 
companies used the automobile; suppose tooth 
brushes were used only by dentists. The use 
of these commodities would certainly furnish « 
certain amount of profit to machines, autome 
bile and tooth-brush dealers, but to an infinitely 
leas @egree than is actually the case, now that 
bandreds of th nds of and men boy 
sewing machines and autos, and millions use 
tooth brushes. 

As Shakespeare might have put it, se let it 
te with the movie machine. Encourage papa 
te buy one. Pathe Freres is now conducting @ 
campaign in a small way along this line, and 
We notice that two or three other concerns are 
getting into the game. We have an ad before 
us, only, of course, we bave changed the name

That's the dope! Simplify machines and cut 
down the initial expense of owning them.

Certain very emall 
movie houses might be forced to speed up their 
ewhos a trifle, but if they put on the better 
and longer reels, he wouk! certainly not lose 
a nickel. Te the contrary, we believe the 
@mall movie machine in the home, using short 
reels, will prove a stimulus to the movie the- 
eter, rather than otherwise.

I would have you and the members of the 
league understand that this action is taken not 
because of any prejudice to the league, but 
becanse of the great pressure of business. 
Furthermore, as I am engaged in the feature 
film business and find that this is in conflict 
with the by-laws of the league, I feel that it 
would not be wise for me to try and continue 
im office under the circumstances. 

However, I shall be pleased to retain my 
membership in the league and would request 
you to take that matter up.

A motion made by Mr. Hubbard was seconded 
by Mr. Wolff that Mr. Ascher’s resignation be 
accepted, and after the motion had carried it 
was regularly moved and seconded that his re- 
quest to remain a member of the league be 
granted, as prescribed by the constitution and 
by-laws. 

The next business before the committee was 
the reading of the resignation of F. C. Pierce, 
of Geneva, N. Y., as First State Vice-President, 
which was accepted. It was then regularly 
moved and seconded that Mr. Pierce be elected 
National Vice-President to fill the unexpired 
term of Mr. Ascher, which carried. 

The next business was the election of a State 
Vice-President to fill the unexpired term of Mr. 
Pierce. It was regularly moved and seconded 
that I. F. Davis, Binghamton, N. Y., be elected; 
carried. 

A. N. Wolff then introduced a resolution 
reading as follows:
